THE Vale Council 
cabinet’s decision to 
close its cash offices 
in Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and 
Penarth has been 
greeted with dis¬ 
may. 

On Tuesday, 
November 3, Jane Hutt 
AM and Coun Gwyn 
John delivered a petition 
of more than 1,300 
names to the Leader of 
the Vale Council, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, in the 
hope that it would sway 
the cabinet into keeping 
the offices open. 

Jane Hutt said: “These 
offices provide vital 
roles as local access 
points for council infor¬ 
mation, payment servic¬ 
es and provision of recy¬ 
cling bags. The fact that 
more than 1,300 signa¬ 
tures were collected in 
just three weeks shows 
the strength of feeling 
among local residents on 
this issue.” 

Despite objections, 
cabinet members backed 
the closure of the offices 
in Cowbridge, Llantwit 
Major and Penarth. 

Vale councillor Gwyn 
John said: “I have called 
this decision in to scruti¬ 


ny for further discussion. 

“I don’t think the 
council cabinet realise 
the impact for people in 
Cowbridge and Llantwit. 


At the cash offices, peo¬ 
ple pay their council tax, 
in fact any bill to do 
with the Vale Council. I 
pay my leisure centre 


bill at the Llantwit office 
and the staff are brilliant. 

“A lot of people go to 
these offices for infor¬ 
mation about their 
accounts or for general 
information.” 

Coun John said that 
using the local Post 
Office or paying by 
phone were not neces¬ 
sarily ideal solutions. 

“People would have 
to queue a lot more. I’m 
not knocking the Post 
Office, who have to pro¬ 
vide many other servic¬ 
es, but another use of the 
Post Office means peo¬ 
ple waiting longer. 

“Dealing with some¬ 
one over the phone can 
be a long-winded 
process when you’re 
used to popping in to a 
cash office. 

“We gathered more 
than 1,300 signatures 
and I understand 400 
were from people in 
Cowbridge, and 957 
were from Llantwit. 

“In Cowbridge, the 
office is particularly 
important because it 
gives local tourism 
information. 

“People in Llantwit 
are incensed. If we had 
had time to go door to 
door to collect signa¬ 
tures, we would have got 
many more.” 

Coun John said for 
many elderly or vulnera¬ 
ble people it was a dis¬ 
ruption to their routine 
which they could do 
without. 

“There are other areas 
the council could look at 
if they want to save 
money. 

“Why don’t the coun¬ 
cil at least consider 
something like opening 
the offices three days in 
Llantwit and two days in 
Cowbridge, or mornings 
in Llantwit and after¬ 
noons in Cowbridge?”

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‘Keep these dogs

I AM writing in response to the letter, 
‘warning over dogs’ attack in 
Cosmeston,’ published in last week’s 
GEM. 

I have also encountered a problem with two dogs 
who attacked my dog twice in the space of 20 min¬ 
utes a few weeks ago. 

Despite the problems they were causing, the 
owners of the dogs did nothing to control them, 
meaning I had to hold onto my dog to prevent her 
from bolting. 

Twenty minutes after the first attack, I saw the 
dogs again and so put my dog on a lead and 
assumed, given the earlier incident, the owners of 
the dogs would do the same. 

Unfortunately, they did not and their dogs 
attacked mine again. 

The only time the owners acknowledged me was 
when I shouted at the dogs to get them away from 
mine - and still they did nothing. 

Sadly, this type of problem behaviour is becom¬ 
ing a regular occurrence at Cosmeston and various 
other locations as some irresponsible dog owners 
fail to control their animals properly. There are 
many dogs who do not know even simple com¬ 
mands such as ‘sit’ and ‘come’. 

This lack of control is spoiling the walks of 
responsible dog owners and their pets. I fear it is 
only a matter of time before a dog is seriously 
injured in an attack which could end up with an 
owner being bitten trying to intervene. 

I would, therefore, urge anyone with an unruly 
dog to either train it properly or keep the animal on 
a lead, so that other people do not have to worry 
about their own dog.

Cowbridge Compost team 
pick up national award 


A COWBRIDGE 
company has col¬ 
lected a national 
award for its work 
in recycling and in 
stopping household 
waste products 
ending up in land¬ 
fill. 

Cowbridge Compost, 
which operates from its 
base at Penllyn Estate 
Farm, is only in its third 
year, but it so impressed 
the judging panel that it 
beat national companies 
such as Biffa and Veolia 
in its category. 

The company has 
been featured in The 
GEM recently, as an 
example of how the 
estate owner, John 
Homfray, believes that 
farms should be diversi¬ 
fying as much as possi¬ 
ble - rather than relying 
solely on livestock or 
agriculture. 

Cowbridge Compost 
takes green waste and 
kitchen waste from 
around the Vale - it 
recently signed a con¬ 
tract to handle all the 
Vale Council’s material 
- and turns it into com¬ 
post that is then used on 
farms around the Vale. 

The company 
received its award from 
the Chartered Institute 
of Waste management 
(CIWM). 

As a result, the estate 
manager, Mike Hallett, 
travelled to London to 
receive the accolade, 
the PEEL People’s Cup 
for 2009, for “...provid¬ 
ing excellent career, 
training and social 
opportunities for their 
staff.” 

Mike Hallett told The 
GEM: “We are thrilled 
to have won this award 
against competition 
from much bigger com¬ 
panies. 

“It is a difficult 
award to win because a 
judge turns up unan¬ 
nounced, and interviews 
staff, examines your 
systems and looks at the 
company’s training 
records.”

AUTUMN is defi¬ 
nitely here...The 
clocks have gone 
back, leaves are 
changing colour 
and falling, and the 
temperatures are 
cooler, but still very 
acceptable. 

As a beekeeper, the 
most significant autum¬ 
nal indicator for me is 
the elimination of the 
drones from the hives. 

There are no Virgin 
Queens requiring mating 
over the winter months 
and therefore males are 
not required. 

This may seem a little 
severe, but looking back 
over the year, it is the 
worker bees (the 
females) which literally 
do all of the work. 
Drones (male bees) con¬ 
tribute nothing to the 
hive. They do not collect

nectar or pollen, they 
have no sting, so cannot 
help in the defence of 
the hive, they do not 
even make wax. 

So the ladies of the 
hive kill them off, these 
redundant males are not 
going to be allowed to 
live and consume the 
hard won stores that 
will be needed to see the 
hive through the winter 
months. 

Queens are still laying 
eggs, but at a much 
lower rate. 

Winter would normal¬ 
ly see the end of egg 
laying, and consequently 
no brood. 

However, due to the 
warmer winters of late, 
there are few months, if 
any, when brood is not 
present within the hive. 


No male-producing eggs 
will be laid until spring. 

Any bees reared now 
will be the longest-lived. 
Little work is required 
and almost no foraging 
activity will be going on. 

The main task of the 
winter bees is to pre¬ 
serve the life of the 
queen so that come 
spring, she (and they) 
can commence with the 
re-population of the hive 
and, of course, carry out 
their invaluable pollina¬ 
tion service. 

Although treatment 
for the elimination of the 
Varroa Mite has been 
carried out, enough of 
them survive on the win¬ 
ter cluster, and they too 
will take advantage of 
the spring upsurge to 
increase their numbers. 


along with the bees. 

Honeybees are social 
insects and the transfer 
of mites from bee to bee 
is easily carried out. All 
hives have guard bees at 
their entrance, and if 
returning bees do not 
have the scent they get 
short-shrift, and are 
rejected. 

Wasps and other 
aliens are dealt with in a 
similar manner. The 
exception to this rule is 
the drone (male bee). 

He can gain access to 
any hive he chooses to 
visit with impunity. 

So, if there are several 
beekeepers within a 
given area and hives are 
not receiving treatment 
for Varroa, visiting 
drones which will be 
carrying mites, will 


e bees! 

boost the population of 
your carefully tended 
hives very quickly. 

Will there ever be a 
biological control avail¬ 
able to combat the mite? 
Who knows! 

I for one will just 
have to gird up my loins 
and hope to keep 
Eonmon Apiary a viable 
concern, along with the 
Apiary that is now being 
established at Dyffryn 
Gardens. 

No more honey will 
come from the hives this 
year, but come the new 
season, and providing 
the bees survive the win¬ 
ter, hope springs eternal 
and maybe, just maybe 
both Eonmon and 
Dyffryn Gardens bee 
hives will provide a sur¬ 
plus of the liquid gold 
we all love.

BIRTHDAY - BUT MAY GO BACK FURTHER! 


I ENJOYED read¬ 
ing the article 
about Llansannor 
and Llanharry 
Church in Wales 
School in The GEM 
recently. 

The photograph 
accompanying it brought 
back vivid memories of 
wartime and post-war 
school life. 

The photograph repro¬ 
duced on this page shows 
the two teachers, Mrs 
Saunders (Head) and Mrs 
Dingle (infants) and 
about 30 of us pupils, all 
of whom I recognised 
with a bit of help. 

The original caption 
below the photograph 
suggested it was taken in 
the 1950s. This is not 


the school in 1948. So I 
believe its date was either 
1947 or 1948. 

From my own 
researches, it appears that 
a couple of church-aided 
schools in Llanharry 
were the forerunners of 
the Mountain School. 

First, there was a 
Dame School in the vil¬ 
lage in 1846-7 and later 
another school, held sur¬ 
prisingly in The Bear Inn 
in the 1860s, where the 
master was Edward 
Hopkins, an 80-year-old 
pedagogue! 

The Dame School is 
mentioned in the infa¬ 
mous ‘Treason of the 
Blue Books’ Education 
Report (1847) and the 
commissioner was 
delighted that so many 



correct, however, because pupils were able to speak 


a number of pupils, 
including myself, passed 
the scholarship and left 


English, whereas 18 
months previously nearly 
everyone spoke Welsh... 


Sadly, it was thought 
by many at the time that 
the Welsh people would 
make no progress eco¬ 
nomically or morally so 
long as they spoke 
Welsh!

This idea was realised 
in 1859 when the three 
parishes were presented 
with a plot of land by 
Alexander Young 
Spearman of Llansannor 
Court and Hereford.

Warm memories of school 


1 WRITE in response to your article of 
October 22, regarding the 150th 
anniversary of Mountain School, 
where both my sister, Rachel, and I were 
pupils between 1941-1951. 

I have estimated that the picture of the school 
group was taken in 1947. During the war years, the 
school remained open throughout and I recall that 


which was eagerly devoured by the children and 
teachers alike. 

During the cold days of winter, those pupils who 
walked some considerable distance to school, were 
allowed to ‘warm up” before the huge coal fire in 
the classroom. 

On a daily basis, during this period, our teacher 
would administer a dose of cod liver oil and malt 
and although I tried very hard to make myself as 


the large windows were taped up during this time to small as possible, I never ever got away without 


reduce any damage caused by bomb blast. 

I also recall the time that a number of German 
prisoners of war escaped from prison in Bridgend 
and we children were escorted to and from school 
by the Home Guard. 

On the occasion of a VE day (Victory in 
Europe), the local commanding officer of a 
Canadian Signals Squadron, based at Windmill 
Earm, brought in to school a huge celebration cake. 


having to take my medicine. 

Although activities during the war failed to close 
the school, the heavy snow storms of the winter of 
1947 did in that we were unable to reach school for 
three weeks because of the huge snow drifts. 

I remember, with some affection, both my teach¬ 
ers and certainly the majority of the pupils depicted 
in the photograph which includes my sister and me. 
Ron Plant, Yaxley, Peterborough 


Vaughan of Bonvilston. 

Vaughan was also 
responsible for building 
quite a number of 
schools, mansions and 
churches (Llanharry 
Church in 1867) as well 
as the well-known 
Bridgend Town Hall. His 
plans can still be consult¬ 
ed in the County Record 
Office. 

There is no doubt that 
the school would not 
have been built at all but 
for the support of the 
local clergy and gentry as 
well as the National 
Society, of course, and 
was “to provide educa¬ 
tion for the labouring, 
manufacturing and other 
poor classes in accor¬ 
dance with the principles 
of the Established 
Church”. 

Not surprisingly, there 
was strong opposition at 
the time to the idea of a 


National School from the 
Nonconformists and this 
might explain the reason 
for the delay in the build¬ 
ing of the school after 
1859. 

After 1870, school life 
was tough for both pupils 
and masters alike. The 
schoolroom was cheer¬ 
less, cramped, ill-lit and 
without much heating. 
Pupils trudged uphill in 
all winds and weather 
and there was no food 
provided or caretakers to 
keep the school clean. 

As regards the mas¬ 
ters, one is shocked to 
discover that there were 
as many as nine in suc¬ 
cession between 1874 
when TJ Batchelor was 
appointed until the end of 
the century. 

Moreover, two masters 
died of lung disease due 
to the damp conditions of 
the school house. 

In 1881, owing to 
overcrowding, a new 
classroom was built for

the infants and in 1894, 
there was an extension of 
the premises with the 
western end taking part 
of the playground. 

Sitting around in damp 
clothes in winter in badly 
heated classrooms and 
learning monotonous les¬ 
sons by rote can’t have 
been much fun, but there 
were a few compensa¬ 
tions to bring a little sun¬ 
shine into the pupils’ 
lives. 

These included the 
annual Christmas party at 
Llansannor Court and 
regular visits to 
Llansannor House, where 
the Griffiths brothers fas¬ 
cinated the incredulous 
youngsters with ‘Magic 
Lantern Shows’. 

Einally, there was the 
annual visit to the St 
Mary Hill Eair on August 
26, and in 1903, the 
school trip to Penarth 
with Mr DRC Davies 
was the first time that 


some pupils had seen the 
sea! 

The school briefly 
closed in 1912 when the 
majority of pupils left 
with Mr Davies for the 
new Council School in 
Llanharry. 

However, a few 
months later it re-opened 
as Llansannor and 
Llanharry Non Provided 
School and it was a mira¬ 
cle that the little academy 
on the hill survived. Even 
in my time there was an 
occasional threat of clo¬ 
sure. 

In the 1940s, he head¬ 
teacher Mrs SJ Saunders 
provided a lengthy period 
of stability. 

I hope that the present 
day pupils will success¬ 
fully research the past 40 
years or so - a period 
when the school has gone 
from strength to strength 
under two more long- 
serving headteachers!

Roger over and out, after 
career that took him from 
the moon to LlanfyUin! 


A WELSH 
Ambulance Service 
radio engineer from 
Dinas Powys who 
helped bring the 
first moon landing 
to a global audi¬ 
ence, is signing off, 
40 years after the 
historic event. 

In 1969, Roger 
Mugford was part of the 
team that ensured the 
television pictures of 
Neil Armstrong stepping 
onto the lunar surface 
were beamed to every 
part of the world. 

Now, Roger is retiring 
after a career that has 
taken him to Swinging 
London in the 1960s, 
Iran, the Labrador coast 
of Canada - and every 
single ambulance station 
in Wales. 

Back in 1969, Roger 
(65), was a young radio 
engineer on secondment 
as a military adviser to a 
missile early warning 
base on the wild 
Labrador coast. 

He was one of 20,000 
telecoms specialists used 
by the US government to 
make sure the live pic¬ 
tures of the moon land¬ 
ing went round the 
world. 

“I was actually on 
shift as Neil Armstrong 


' Brabantia • Stellar • Horwood • Judge Vista • Meyer • Circulon • Anolon < 
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stepped down the ladder 
onto the moon,” he said. 
“It was one of the high¬ 
lights of my life.” 

Somerset-born 
Roger’s career with the 
US forces had included 
a spell on an Air Force 
base in Iran, as well as a 
couple of years in 
Labrador tracking Soviet 
activity at the height of 
the Cold War. 

“The most worrying 
was in 1968 when 
Russia invaded 
Czechoslovakia and we 
had military airplanes 
fully armed in the air - 
we nearly went to war 
that year.” 

Before that, Roger 
had begun his working 
life with EMI: “We 
called it the Easy Money 
Institute - they signed 
up the Beatles in the 
1960s and used to make 
big profits from record 
sales,” he explained. 

In 1976, he joined the 
ambulance service in 
Wales and if he was one 
of 20,000 for the moon 
landings, he holds a 
unique place in the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service. 

“Tm the only person 
to have been to every 
ambulance station in 
Wales - in fact. I’ve had 
a cup of tea in every 
one. 

“I’m the only one and 
it took me 27 years. The 
last one I got to was 
LlanfyUin. I was the first 
and only radio engineer 
to work with the service 
and there’ll never be 



another one. It’s all done 
differently now. 

Roger was responsible 
for designing the ser¬ 
vice’s radio systems and 
that’s what took him 
around the country. 

He said: “There are 
probably a lot of ambu¬ 
lance drivers around 
Wales who are sad I’m 
going because when they 
had radio problems. I’m 
the one who they used to 
phone up to fix things.” 

Last year, quick¬ 
thinking Roger baled out 
the Ambulance Service 
when flooding posed a 
major threat to their for¬ 
mer control room at 
Church Village, near 
Pontypridd. 

He went from hi-tech 
to low-tech as he organ¬ 
ised mops and buckets 
as water poured into the 
basement of the old 
South East Region con¬ 
trol room. That earned 
him a Welsh Ambulance 
Service regional employ¬ 
ee award for south East 
Wales. 


He explained: “I was 
doing my daily check of 
the building at Church 
Village when I noticed 
there was flooding of the 
basement which is a 
large room, perhaps a 
100ft by 60ft. 

“Hundreds of gallons of 
water had poured in and 
it was continuing to pour 
in from a pipe - the 
weight of water was just 
forcing its way through. 
“I just jammed things 
into the pipe to stop the 
flow and set about it 
with a mop and bucket 
and others joined me. 
“The floor was flooded 
to a depth of four or five 
inches over dangerous 
live electricity cables 
and there was water 
sloshing around, but 
people just turned up 
and helped clear up, it 
wasn’t just me. 

“If the electricity had 
gone, the control room 
would have shut down 
and it would have taken 
tens of hours, days, to 
get it back up again and

could have put lives at 
risk.” 

The South Wales Fire 
and Rescue came to help 
out but their large bore 
pump was too big to get 
under the cabling so it 
took a bit more ambu¬ 
lance service ingenuity 
to overcome the prob¬ 
lem. 

“One of my col¬ 
leagues, Roger Jenkins, 
went out and bought a 
water pump from the 
local garden centre and 
we used that. 

“I suppose between us 
all we saved the day, 
because all the electrical 
equipment would have 
been shut down for the 
first time in 11 years,” 
he added. 

With time on his 
hands, Roger and his 
wife, Judith, hope next 
year to visit the USA to 
catch up with some of 
his old GI buddies from 
his days working for 
Uncle Sam and he said: 
“I’ve been lucky to do 
radio as a hobby and 
people have paid me for 
it.”

A s we 

approach the 
ninth eco¬ 
nomic summit 
involving the busi¬ 
ness community 
with their trade 
partners, the banks 
and local govern¬ 
ment, we continue 
to pull together to 
help lead Wales out 
of the recession.

For a 
peacetime bureaucracy 
in work - that showed an 
extraordinary level of 
agility and commitment 
on the part of our offi¬ 
cials in devising the 
scheme. ” 

By last week, applica¬ 
tions had been received 
from 336 companies for 
support from ProAct; 

173 training applications 
had been approved for 
144 companies and a 
total of 7287 individuals 
supported through these 
applications. 

Already, nearly 
£19.2m has been com¬ 
mitted to companies and 
training providers 
including further educa¬ 
tion colleges across the 
whole of Wales - and 
the support is going to 
businesses of all sizes 
from as few as two 
employees to 1,500- 
employee strength. 

This also includes 
companies who have 
accessed ProAct funding 
to support apprentices. 

In fact, 188 apprentices 
are now being supported 
via ProAct. 

In the Vale of

O VER the last

- a pub they continue to 
keep. 

Arthur feels strongly 
that the iron grip of the 
conglomerates has limit¬ 
ed the options of land¬ 
lords - and that it has 
been a major factor in 
the number of pubs that 
have closed in recent 
years. At its worst it was 
running at 50 each week. 

So, Arthur and Liam 
believe strongly that 
there is a bright future 
for the village pub - 
especially if the landlord 
listens to the customers - 
and that is exactly what 
they have done over the 
last three months since 
they took possession of 
the inn. 

They gave themselves 
three months to complete 
a refurbishment, but they 
went into it with open 
minds. Arthur told The 
GEM: “When we looked 
at the bar, the obvious 
thing to do was put 
down a new carpet etc, 
but the locals said they 
really liked a cosy bar 
where they could drop in 
while out walking the 
dog!” 

The result is a ‘’’dog- 
friendly” bar with a 
hardwood floor - and it 
even has hooks where 


you can tie up Fido! 

It’s a genuine free- 
house too, with the stan¬ 
dard beers (Hancock’s 
Home Brew and Wye 
Valley HPA) at £2.50 a 
pint - and the promise of 
regular guest ales. 

The O’Leary’s know 
their ciders and lagers 
too, and Arthur speaks 
highly of their Italian 
Peroni, and, from the 
west country, Stowford 
Press Traditional 
Draught. 

However, the refur¬ 
bishment is far more 
obvious in the dining 
area, where an extensive 
and versatile menu will 
be available in very 
smart surroundings, 
seven days a week - 
courtesy of head chef 
Darren Wilkins, who has 
22 years experience, 
with The Angel Hotel in 
Cardiff, the Wales 
Millennium Centre and 
also the Copthome, on 
his CV. 

Again, the team has 
listened closely to their 
potential customers in 
putting together the 
Cross Inn’s menu. 

This area of the pub, 
where Liam and Arthur 
will be welcoming din¬ 
ers, has been given an 
impressive look, and it 
seats a good number of 
diners without anyone 
feeling squeezed in. 

Darren is responsible 
for the menu, and he 
describes his cooking as 
home-made traditional, 
with elements of French 
cuisine - but the accent 
will always be on local, 
fresh and in season. 


As a result, the chef’s 
specials will change regu¬ 
larly, but there will 
always be a two-course 
menu at £9.95 (and a 
three-course at £12.95) 
Monday to Friday, 12 
noon to 2.30pm, and 
5.30pm to 7pm, featuring 
home-made pies, beer- 
battered cod, braised 
belly pork and pan-fried 
pheasant.. 

There will also be a 
full a la carte menu, and 
that will be on offer until 
9pm weekdays, and on 
Saturday (12 noon to 
9.30pm). A typical menu 
choice was this one that I 
found very tempting - a 
lobster and crab risotto 
with wilted greens and 
mascarpone. 

A range of Sunday 
roasts (12 noon to 
3.30pm) are also going 
very well in the short 
period since they were 
introduced. 

There is also a very 
tempting Christmas party 
menu that has been put 
together for December - 
and an extra special din¬ 
ing experience is prom¬ 
ised for Christmas Day! 

With fine dining, of 
course, comes wine, and 
Arthur is fond of the 
description ‘From around 
the world and from 
across the road’ - 
because in addition to a 
fine mix of wines from 
all the chief wine-grow¬ 
ing countries, the Cross 
bin will be featuring 
wines from the Glyndwr 
Vineyard - and it is hard 
to get closer than that! 

The 27 years of expe¬ 
rience in the Glenbrook is 
one thing that they bring 
to the pub. On top of that.

IN just 23 days time, 
Barry Island will have 
its own Christmas ice 
rink on the seafront - 
with the aim of draw¬ 
ing visitors to the area 
and giving the local 
economy a vital boost 
during the festive sea¬ 
son. 

The rink, which will 
be constructed in late 
November, is due to open 
on December 5, and will 
welcome visitors until 
January 5, when children 
return to school. 

Mr Pat Collins, whose 
family have been 
involved in Barry’s 
tourism industry for four 
generations, told The 
GEM: “Too many facili¬ 
ties have gone out of the 
town and this is an 
attempt by the Island to 
reverse the trend - we’re 
hoping that the Barry and 
Vale community get 
behind it. 

“My son Patrick has 
been organising it all and 
has liaised with the Vale 
Council, who have been 
very positive about the 
venture. 

“The ice rink is an 
entirely new way of pro¬ 
moting the island and is a 
stimulus for businesses 
locally to stay open. 

“Amusements on the 
Island plan to trade every 
weekend through the 
winter. 


“Construction on the 
rink will start around 
November 23. It will 
measure 15 metres by 15 
metres, and there will be 
a viewing area with tables 
and chairs for family or 
friends to watch. 

“Why should people 
from the Vale have to 
travel all the way into 
Cardiff to have a go on 
an ice rink? Just parking 
in the capital is expen¬ 
sive, here it’s free and 
we’re going to give peo¬ 
ple unlimited sessions, 
rather than a time restric¬ 
tion.” 

Island traders have 
proved a hardy bunch in 
recent years, taking the 
highs of bumper summer 
and bank holiday week¬ 
ends with the lows of 


poor weather in their 
stride. 

Mr Collins pointed 
out: “Negativity is no 
good - we are taking the 
attitude we must m^e 
things succeed.” 

The half term burst of 
visitors was an encour¬ 
agement, as Mr Collins 
explained when he spoke 
to The GEM: 

“What has surprised 
me is that visitors have 
not just been locals - 
there have been people 
from as far away as 
Birmingham and the West 
Country. 

“We’ve stiU had 
groups of people visiting 
the attractions even as 
dusk has been falhng.” 

Coun Steffan Wiliam, 
who represents the Island 


on the Vale Council, 
praised traders for the 
new initiative. 

“It’s brilliant news - 
rU be the first on the ice! 

“Why should people 
have to travel into Cardiff 
to enjoy an ice rink with 
all the extra expense that 
can entail? 

“This will give people 
an opportunity to have a 
go on the rink and then 
have a coffee or a festive 
drink and see what else 
the Island has to offer.” 

Coun Anthony Ernest, 
Vale cabinet member for 
tourism and leisure, said: 
“We very much welcome 
the excellent initiative put 
forward by the Barry 
Island traders for 
Christmas and the New 
Year. 

“The ice rink is entire¬ 
ly their own idea, and we 
have been very pleased to 
offer them a substantial 
grant towards the cost of 
operating the rink for a 
four-week period over the 
forthcoming festive sea¬ 
son.” 

Coun Ernest added: “I 
wish them every success 
and hope that this excit¬ 
ing attraction brings 
many more visitors to the 
Island, to add to those 
who have already 
enjoyed their visits to 
Barry during this year's 
summer period.”

I N my response 
to Alana Davies’ 
article in The 
GEM on all-women 
short lists, I would 
like to say that I 
totally agree that 
our elected bodies 
should be more rep¬ 
resentative of socie¬ 
ty as a whole. 

It is a travesty that 
only 20 per cent of our 
MPs are women; howev¬ 
er, the introduction of 
all-women short lists 
will do very little to 
encourage more women 
to come forward for 
selection and merely ele¬ 
vate those women who 
are already engaged in 
the political process. 

The fact of the matter 
is that over twice as 
many men apply to be 
candidates as women. 
There are many more 
men on the approved list 
of candidates and it is 
not particularly surpris¬ 
ing, therefore, that more 
men are being selected. 

The fact of the matter 
is that associations are 
adopting women in 


rough proportion to the 
number of women on the 
candidates’ list. I don’t 
believe that associations 
have a pre-disposition 
for selecting men over 
women - they are mere¬ 
ly interested in selecting 
the best candidate from 
those who apply. 

It is not right that men 
should be barred from 
standing if they are the 
best candidate. It would 
be unfair and unmerito- 
cratic for associations to 
be denied the right to 


choose a candidate based 
on their gender. 

On many occasions, 
all-women shortlists may 
mean that the best candi¬ 
date is chosen. However, 
there will always be a 
seed of doubt if 49 per 
cent of the population 
are excluded from the 
process. 

This is not fair on the 
winning candidate as 
associations may wrong¬ 
ly come to the conclu¬ 
sion that the candidate is 
second rate. 


Alana Davies calls the 
introduction of all¬ 
women shortlists a ‘posi¬ 
tive’ measure. In my 
view, discrimination in 
any guise can never be 
described as positive. 
Instead of imposing dis¬ 
criminatory measures, 
we should be reaching 
out to people who 
haven’t considered being 
candidates before.

that saved Britain 


T here are 
some things 
in life that 
are surprisingly 
true - no matter 
how ludicrous - the 
act of tipping in 
Iceland being con¬ 
sidered an insult for 
one, or the fact that 
terrible twins John 
and Edward are 
still competing in 
The X Factor, 

Yet Hollywood seems 
to be the natural place 
for these strange tales to 
end up (though in the 
latter case let’s hope 
not), and The Men Who 
Stare at Goats certainly 
fits that bill. 

Based on the book by 
Jon Ronson, the film 
tells of Bob Wilton 
(Ewan McGregor), a 
reporter whose journal¬ 
istic instinct kicks in 
when he meets Lyn 
Cassady (George 
Clooney) in Kuwait a 
special forces agent who 
claims to be a former 
member of a unit that 
employed mind powers 
in the field. 

The pair travel to 
Iraq, and Lyn tells Bob 
all about his story, but 
as the pair wind up on a 
supposed mission, they 
end up meeting another 
psychic soldier who 
isn’t using his abilities 
as intended... 

Giving the state of 
conflict the world finds 
itself in at present, it’s 
no surprise that films 
concerning the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan are 
making their way to cin¬ 
ema screens. Similarly, 
given the intense scruti¬ 
ny placed on these wars 
by the media, it isn’t 
surprising that filmgoers 
are not being particular¬ 
ly moved by these 
efforts. 

The Men Who Stare 
at Goats is a film with 
this conundrum - how 
can a film be made on 
the nature of war while 
trying to ensure an audi¬ 
ence for it. Well, cer¬ 
tainly its offbeat stylings 
make it a somewhat dif¬ 


ferent viewing experi¬ 
ence from, say. Lions 
For Lambs or In The 
Valley of Elah; but ulti¬ 
mately, no matter how 
much it wants to take 
swipes at the nature of 
war and the apparent 
careless attitudes pro¬ 
jected by those in 
power, it doesn’t quite 
work out. 

It is undeniably 
funny, there is no doubt 
about that, taking what 
is on the surface a ludi¬ 
crous yet true story and 
having a lot of fun with 
it, and the comedy bene¬ 
fits from a skilled cast 
who do a decent job 
with the material given 
to them. 

Given his political 
leanings, it’s hardly a 
surprise to see George 
Clooney on duty here, 
but he delivers a 
delightfully enjoyable 
turn as the former psy¬ 
chic agent. 

Playing it deadly 
straight, Clooney’s turn 
is superb, bringing to 
mind his work in the 
li kes of O Brother, 

Where Art Thou, giving 
Cassady an ethereal yet 
bumbling and goofy 
presence that befits the 
comedy. 

Opposite him, Ewan 
McGregor provides a 
sound foil for Clooney 
in a role that feels a 
touch underwritten and 
only there to help move 
the story along - even 
though the story comes 
from his character’s 
point of view, 

McGregor feels a touch 
too peripheral. 

However, Cassady’s 
constant references to 
his character having 
‘something of the Jedi’ 
about him is a neat little 
in joke, and the actor 
handles the character’s 
slow immersion into this 
strange world with a 
degree of aplomb.

fight the enemy is with 
flowers, peace and love. 
While it’s more or less 
The Dude with added 
hippy philosophies.

Meanwhile, Kevin

The screenplay from

S EPTEMBER 3 
marked the 
70th anniver¬ 
sary of the out¬ 
break of the Second 
World War and 
some are saying 
“it’s so long ago, 
why remember the 
past?” 

This view shows how 
uninformed some peo¬ 
ple are today. The fact 
that these events took 
place 70 years ago is 
irrelevant, because the 
real issue is that the 
consequences are still 
with us today. 

If the outcome of the 
war had been different, 
you wouldn’t be alive to 
read this article and I 
wouldn’t have been 
born to write it. 

This uncomfortable 
truth must never be for¬ 
gotten. Many don’t 
realise just how close 
we came to defeat and 
national annihilation. 
This country was in 
such a terrible state we 
were brought to our 
knees - quite literally. 

At first, when war 
was declared, nothing 
much happened, but 
within a few months 
France and Belgium fell 
to the Germans. 

The only port from 
which to evacuate the 
British Army was 
Dunkirk, where they 
were trapped against the 
sea. 

Our troops were 
encircled and the 
German army was pro¬ 
ceeding to their annihi¬ 
lation. 

The position was so 
serious, it was estimated 
that a mere 20,000 
would be rescued. 

Almost the entire 
British army was about 
to perish. There was no 
human solution to this 
crisis; the end of the 
British way of life had 
come - or so it 
appeared. 


In sheer desperation. 
King George VI called 
for a national day of 
prayer to be held on 
May 26. In a national 
broadcast he instructed 
the people of the UK to 
plead for divine inter¬ 
vention. 

Together with mem¬ 
bers of the cabinet, the 
King attended 
Westminster Abbey, 
while millions of people 
across the British Isles 
flocked to churches 
praying for deliverance. 

Nothing like it had 
ever been seen before. 

Two great phenome¬ 
na followed this day of 
prayer. The first was a 
great storm which broke 
out over the area on 
May 28, hindering the 
assault of the German 
airforce, and the second 
was the great calm 
which settled on the 
English Channel the 


likes of which hadn’t 
occurred for decades. 

This calm enabled an 
armada of boats to res¬ 
cue about 335,000 men. 
Four years later, Britain 
was able to provide a 
‘launch pad’ for the lib¬ 
eration of Europe. 

If the British army 
had been destroyed at 
Dunkirk, the UK would 
have been occupied and 
the liberation of Europe 
would never have hap¬ 
pened. This must never 
be forgotten. 

During the war, there 
were so many instances 
of divine assistance at 
crucial moments that in 
October 1942, Churchill 
commented: “I some¬ 
times have a feeling of 
interference. I want to 
stress that. I have a feel¬ 
ing sometimes that 
some Guiding Hand has 
interfered. I have a feel¬ 
ing that we have a 


Guardian because we 
have a great Cause and 
we shall have that 
Guardian so long as we 
serve that Cause faith¬ 
fully.” 

During this season of 
remembrance, let us 
reflect that we are now 
living our lives because 
of deliverance and mira¬ 
cles, as well as the sac¬ 
rifices made by count¬ 
less people in the field 
of conflict. 

And as we remember, 
we must ask “is the UK 
showing itself worthy of 
such deliverances? Is 
our society setting an 
example to the world by 
our beliefs and moral 
standards?” 

The stark lesson from 
wartime is that if we 
want to be delivered 
from the problems 
besetting our nation 
today, we need to put 
God and the 10 
Commandments back at 
the heart of our society.

GRAND FINALE FOR YOUR GARDEN

AUTUMN splendour is 
always the grand finale 
of the growing season, 
as leaves turn vibrant 
shades of yellow, 
orange and deep red, 
while berries provide 
further interest - and 
not just for the birds.

If you are now looking 
out on a bare garden with 
httle colour, t hin k about 
the ornamentals you could 
plant to add some pizzazz 
to the scene and contrast 
well with each other. 

Autumn colour shows 
up best with a solid, dark 
background such as 
conifers and evergreen 
shmbs, so bear this in 
mind when planning. 

Trees should be used 
carefully so that their 
effect is a highlight, rather 
than just a small part of a 
busy planting scheme. 
Green is still the most 
important colour in the 
garden and should there¬ 
fore be the most prevalent, 
so don’t overdo it with 
bright-leafed plants or the 
effect win not be restful. 

The ornamental cherry 
(Pmnus sargentii) is a 
wonderful specimen 
whose young leaves are 
red, turning to dark green. 
In the early autumn they 
become bri lli ant orange- 
red and finally a deep red. 
The leaves don’t drop at 
the first hint of frost, but 
last longer on the tree. 


The rich, deep reds and 
burgundies of Japanese 
maples such as Acer 
palmatum ‘Bloodgood’ 
contrast beautifully with 


net colour. This deciduous 
acer is very slow growing 
- up to 1.8 metres in 10 
years - and looks great 
alongside a pond or in an 
ornamental planter. 

Acers should be grown 
in moist but well-drained 
soil. The foliage colour is 
best in dappled shade, 
although fuU sun can be 
tolerated. 

Shmbs can also provide 


the yellowing leaves of stl- dazzling fohage tints and 
ver birch, while Chinese flowers. Look out for 
lanterns (Physalis alkeken- 
gi) provide additional 


warmth with their bright 
orange, lantern-shaped 
fmits, ideally in a large 
shmb border in a wood¬ 
land setting. 

Plant perennials such as 
bearded irises at the front 
of the display for stmctur- 
al fohage from spring to 
autumn, and for flower 
colour earlier in the year. 

If you don’t have room 
to add more plants to your 
borders, select a Japanese 
maple in a pot for warm 
autumn colour. Choose a 
container at least 30cm in 
diameter and a compost 
comprising equal parts 
John Innes No 2 potting 
compost and a soil-less 
multi-purpose compost. 

Add lots of drainage 
material in the base of the 
pot and top-dress the com¬ 
post with gravel. 

Ideal specimens for a 
pot include A palmatum 


Euonymus alatus, the spin¬ 
dle bush, which is a world 
away from the compact, 
variegated evergreen 
forms we use for shady 
gardens and winter hang¬ 
ing baskets. 

This one is deciduous, 
but produces spectacular 
autumn colour, producing 
a molten crimson display. 
It is medium-sized, fitting 
into most gardens. 

Other good choices for 
autumn colour include 
Hebe ‘Autumn Glory’, 
which produces purple 
bottle-bmsh flowers which 
can last until Christmas, 
and the oak-leafed 
hydrangea (Hydrangea 
quercifolia), whose leaves 
turn purple in autumn and 
hang on to the plant for 
ages. 

If you have a wall 
which looks bare in the 
cooler months, train a 
colourful pyracantha along 
it, which produces clusters

This evergreen 
shmb has a vigorous, 
dense and spiny habit and 
can also be planted as a 
barrier hedge. 

Train it like a cordon, 
and in years to come it 
will reward you (and the 
birds) with masses of 
colourful berries. 

Other shmbs with 
colourful autumn fmits 
include Berberis x 
carminea ‘Pirate King’, 
Callic^a bodinieri var 
giraldii ‘Profusion’ and 
Cotoneaster salicifolius 
‘Rothschildianus’. 

Autumn in the garden 
can tmly be the firework 
display before the more 
muted tones of winter set 
in. 

Best of the bunch - 
Cotinus... 

Commonly known as 
the smoke bush because of 
its fluffy plumes of pale 
pink flowers which appear 
above the foliage in sum¬ 
mer, producing a smoke¬ 
like haze, this deciduous 
shmb is a must for the 
autumn garden. 

You need a fair amount 
of space as it can become 
the size of a small tree, so 
grow it as a stand-alone 
specimen or in a large 
shmb border in sun or 
light shade, in moist but 
well-drained, moderately 
fertile soil. 

Good choices include C 


‘Flame’, whose oval, hght 
green leaves turn brilliant 
orange-red in autumn, and 
C coggygria ‘Royal 
Purple’, grown for its pur¬ 
ple foliage, whose leaves 
turn orange and red in 
autumn before falling. 

Good enough to eat... 

Broad beans have been 
chosen by the National 
Tmst as one of the top 
three veg to grow in win¬ 
ter, as part of its ‘Food 
Glorious Food’ campaign 
aimed at encouraging the 
next generation to grow 
their own. 

Sowing at this time of 
the year means they won't 
be attacked by pests, while 
children love picking them 
and eating them straight 
from the pod - a great way 
to get them eating vegeta¬ 
bles. 

Only attempt autumn 
sowing if your plot is shel¬ 
tered, free-draining and in 
a mild area - and choose a 
hardy variety. 

For all other locations 
it’s better to sow under 
cloches in early spring. 
Early beans can be har¬ 
vested from May onwards. 

As part of its campaign, 
the National Trust will 
mark the start of the win¬ 
ter growing season with a 
series of events including 
winter vegetable work¬ 
shops and cookery demon¬ 
strations.

Forget Hf only'... 
The All Blacks have 
taught Wales a vital 
psychological lesson

I F ONLY...Wales’ 

replacement scrum 
half Martin Roberts 
had not been illegally 
felled by Dan Carter’s 
high tackle, with the 
exposed All Blacks’ line 
tantalisingly close.... 

IF ONLY lock Alun Wyn- 
Jones’ scrambled pass after 
his 70-yard burst in the 
dying moments of the 
match had gone to a Welsh 
hand... 

IF ONLY...! 

As the passion and heat 
of a pulsating, if less than 
classic clash between two 
proud rugby camps finally 
cools, all the post-match ifs 
and huts cannot disguise 
the stark reality of 21 suc¬ 
cessive Welsh defeats to 
their New Zealand nemesis 
over 56 barren years. 

In the cold light of day, 
Saturday’s latest encounter 
at the Millennium stadium 
in Cardiff appeared to have 
followed the by now well- 
worn script. 

As on so many occasions 
in the past, a spirited Welsh 
team had mounted a deter¬ 
mined first half challenge, 
spurred on by a fervent 
capacity crowd - only to be 
contained and then clinical¬ 
ly dispatched by more ruth¬ 
less, streetwise opponents, 
and an unyielding aggres¬ 
sive defence - the end result 
being yet another in a long 
line of ‘heroic defeats’. 

Except that, though part¬ 
ly true, this time it wasn’t 
quite like that, for there 
was no second half Kiwi 
points blitz, of the kind 
seen as recently as last year 
in Cardiff. 

In fact, at the final whis¬ 
tle, only seven points sepa¬ 
rated the two teams: The 
scoreboard read Wales 12, 


New Zealand 19 (with 
Carter’s boot accounting 
for 14 points) and the All 
Blacks managing only one 
converted try by Andrew 
Hore, against four penalties 
by home outside half 
Stephen Jones. 

Indeed, Wales might even 
have scrambled an unlikely 
win at the death, when 
Wyn-Jones broke away on 
his solo dash for fame - 
only halted by a desperate 
last-ditch tackle just yards 
short of the try line. 

Ironically, the Welsh 
camp may have taken 
more, psychologically, 
from this result than the 
victors who, though compe¬ 
tent and typically efficient, 
were certainly not the near- 
invincible All Black force of 
old, and for once were the 
more relieved of the two to 
hear the final whistle. 

One can only wonder 
what might have been the 
final result if only, as Wales 
head coach Kiwi Warren 
Gatland had forecast. New 
Zealand had been without 
the totally commanding 
presence of man-of-the- 
match Dan Carter, for ulti¬ 
mately his slide-rule kick¬ 
ing was the difference 
between the two teams. 

That said, it is mightily 
encouraging that Wales are 
now able to physically com¬ 
pete on level terms with 
rugby’s giants for 80 min¬ 
utes, as was again shown on 
Saturday. 

Even more significantly, 
Welsh players who all too 
often in the past appeared 
defeated before they took 
the field, never confident of 
actually beating the mighty 
All Blacks, are slowly 
changing this ingrained 
defeatist mindset under the 
steely influence of proven 
hardcore winners, Gatland 


and Shaun Edwards. 

It was evident from the 
disappointed players’ post¬ 
match reactions that gen¬ 
uine inner belief is steadily 
growing and that they knew 
it had been a rare opportu¬ 
nity missed. 

Provided they can iron 
out lapses in concentration 
as the game unfolds, play 
the referee’s whistle (in the 
streetwise manner of the All 
Blacks) and keep control 
when the pressure tells, the 
day surely cannot be too far 
distant when new-found 
mental hardness translates 
into tangible and consistent 
success against the ‘big 
boys’ on the world stage. 

In this context, the Welsh 
camp may yet come to view 
the lessons of Saturday’s 
defeat to New Zealand as a 
formative milestone on the 
road to Wales re-joining 
that elite group at last. 

They can take another 
important step in the right 
direction against the bone¬ 
jarring Samoans tomorrow 
evening - in a Millennium 
stadium clash that, on all 
too painful past experience, 
will be no place for the 
faint-hearted! 

Not surprisingly, canny 
Gatland has taken few risks 
with his selection.
